And their 
collective numbers not meet the 
highest rating figures but instead pro- 
duce more modest return the adver- 
tiser, Plough has obligation show 
that the format has commercial via- 
bility before they abandon their unique 
service claim not made date). 

One the most significant citizens’ 
victories the courts was the 1974

anti-nuclear demonstrators 
were able occupy the Seabrook, NH, 
power-plant site for only one day far 
short their stated intention 
remaining until the plant was shut down 
this first mass occupation nuclear 
power site the United States was 
success. succeeded far beyond the 
expectations the nine-month-old 
Clamshell Alliance, which organized the 
demonstration the weekend April 
30. 

had hoped, Clamshell attracted 
1800 persons willing trained non- 
violence techniques and face arrest 
mass act civil disobedience. But, more 
than that, the elaborate, and elaborately 
symbolic, occupation plan, which had 
invaders converging from the four points 
the compass highway, water 
and across the marsh had come off 
without hitch, testimony the 
group’s sophisticated organizational 
skills. And there had been the triumph 
actually occupying the site, for however 
short time before the arrests, rather than 
being turned back the gate police, 
Clamshell had privately expected. 

Like its predecessors the civil rights 
and anti-war movements, Clamshell was 
born out frustration with legal and 
institutional remedies. Though the town 
Seabrook had voted against 
construction the plant, and though 
New Hampshire environmental groups 
and concerned citizens had fought the 
Public Service plans for twin 
nuclear reactors for seven years, the 
federal Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
nevertheless granted construction 
permit for the plant last July. few days 
later, Clamshell formed loose alliance 
community organizers, anti-nuclear 


activists, environmentalists, Gandhian 
pacifists and Quakers for the purpose 
action’’ outside the regulatory and 
legal structures. Through rallies, teach- 
ins, local organizing and acts civil 
disobedience, Clamshell set out make 
its case directly fellow citizens, the 
press and politicians. The idea physical 
occupation power-plant sites had come 
from similar demonstrations during the 
past two years France and West 
Germany. Last August, Clamshell 
members (18 August 180 August 
22) occupied the site twice and were 
carried off the police each time. 


stop construction the Seabrook 
nuclear power plant, the group’s larger 
intent build broad-based anti- 
nuclear movement oppose all 
dangerous nuclear technology. After 
watching the occupiers build their 
the barren landfill and after talking 
them, however, one came away feeling 
that there more the heart this 
nascent movement than concern for 
clams, phytoplankton, the safety 
the emergency core-cooling system and 
nuclear waste disposal though these are 
concerns many demonstrators expressed. 
The image windowless concrete 
monolith pouring out poisonous wastes 
had become powerful symbol for deep, 
sometimes only half-articulated emotions 
centered controlling decisions about 
one’s environment and destiny and about 
humanizing the potentiatly destructive, 
amoral and larger-than-life technologies 
the late 20th century. 

For some the occupation was also 
quest for alternatives. the weekend 


unfolded, non-violence and grass-roots 
democracy became not only organizing 
tactics but the emotional fabric 
connecting 1800 people, the shared vision 
cooperative society which does 
violence neither the individual nor 
the living world.

Many assigned 
camp here amidst the brambles and 
blueberry bushes are those who have 
come the longest distance. Tired from the 
trip, few are still cocooned sleeping 
bags keep out the insistent sun. Most, 
however, look they have been for 


several hours: they have eaten, folded 
their tents, and are already loading their 
gear into backpacks for the trip. 

The demonstrators have made camp 
group,” the primary unit the 
Clamshell organization each 
comprising persons who have 
completed non-violence training and who 
will march and “occupy” group.

The entrance the Seabrook site, 
marked gold pre-fab gatehouse, 
crush when the Hampton Falls group 
arrives the cheers from 900 Clams 
Clamshell members call themselves 
who are already there.

not move the suburbs. The decision 
took some banks surprise.

Thanks friend the family 
who sat the bank’s board, obtained 
mortgage from the Meetinghouse Hill 
Co-operative Bank. The mortgage terms 
were less favorable than those common 
suburbia, however. Not only was the in- 
terest rate nine percent, but the life the 
mortgage was set years, making his 
monthly payments higher and, be- 
lieves, reflecting feeling that his 
prospects did not war- 
rant standard 20- 25-year.mortgage. 


Shea would not have used the 
term the time, but today believes 
was victim redlining, word com- 
munity groups and urban advocates 
nationwide are using describe alleged 
discrimination lending, based loca- 
tion. practice increasingly seen 
fulfilling its own prophecies, one that 
tends create decay city neighbor- 
hoods whose decline then labeled inevi- 
table.

Anti-redlining legislation which 
could force banks grant mortgages 
they had once denied being fer- 
vently opposed the state’s savings 
bank industry, which dominates the 
home mortgage market Massachu- 
setts. The industry contends that the prob- 
lem, ever did exist, being solved 
through voluntary bank action. points

the pre-planning but now it’s our 
city.

the point nearest the access 
road, earnest cartographers are 
busy mapping detail- 
ing with sticks and stones dif- 
ferent encampments the site. 
The streets are laid out with 
plumb lines. The encampments 
are organized according the six 
different routes that people have 
followed get the site, and af- 
finity groups have camped to- 
gether. 

The boasts its own wat-

This puts everyone the same place 
the Yellow Pages, where fingers the 
hiking through solid pages 
moving ads. Some avoid the whole 
problem and hire the first mover listed 
(AAAAAA Valcourt Movers); others, 
out sympathy for the underdog, call 
the last (Allen Young Movers). But 
most wander around the middle pages 
and pick the mover with the best motto. 
Big favorites with this crowd are D.W. 
Dunn (“Done Dunn, Well Done’’), 
Trucking You Can’t Make 
Deal, Call Kilroy Movers 
Glad Say Kilroy Was 
Haul”), Smyth Van Line Smooth 
and Harvard Carrier and Ives 
Atlas 

But there are better ways pick 
mover. The best take stock your 
needs (Do you want the safest mover? 
the cheapest? The fastest? The most 
reputable?) and start looking for one that 
fills the bill. This means examining rates, 
insurance and liability policies, 
experience, equipment lot work. 
But lucky: already done 
most for you. All you have 
read this article: chances are you'll find 
there are least few movers out there 
who will fit your moving requirements 
like glove. 


Rates 

Perhaps the biggest factor choosing 
mover cost. fact, the only 
factor for many people. asked 
seven different movers give estimates 
the same hypothetical moving job. All 
were asked what they would charge 
move the contents two-room 
household filled with the usual 
impedimenta double bed, dresser, 
couch, chairs, books, lamps, rugs, stereo, 
etc. from apartment Harvard 
Square one Cleveland Circle, 
distance about five miles. Each 
apartment was the second floor. 

All the movers used the same basic 
procedure calculating their estimates. 
Since would local move (under 
miles), they charge the hour: 
hourly rate fixed for each vehicle and 
driver, each helper and each supervisor. 
addition, the movers estimated 
the period spent driving between 
their garage and your house (most add 
half hour for this). 

Here are the prices were quoted:

industry which single job can draw 
estimates diverse $50 and $200, 
important know exactly what you are 
paying for each case. What justifies 
such wide range estimates? 

The difference, many movers will tell 
you, licensing, cargo insurance, and 
liability. These are confusing topics 
those who would rather not spend 
hours reading the small print the back 
moving contracts, but they can make 
large difference cost. 


Going with the big boys 

These are the movers who are licensed, 
carry cargo insurance and liability 
policies, and may even wear matching 
shirts. They can use either union non- 
union workers. 

law, all movers Massachusetts 
must licensed the state-Department 
Public Utilities (DPU). The DPU, 
however, doesn’t bother chasing down 
the unlicensed guys; thus the spate

company. But today the DPU feels 
Boston needs another mover like needs 
another Green Line, the only recourse 
for aspiring mover buy license 
costly procedure that usually involves 
buying the whole business. 

What the license means the customer 
that the movers are accountable 
regulatory agency (DPU) that defines the 
grounds for complaints and guards the 
consumer against unethical billing. you 
have claim dispute with licensed 
mover, the DPU will call him 
square things. that doesn’t work, the 
office will tell you how about suing. 
And you win and the company still 
refuses pay, the DPU will revoke its 
license. The consumer has none these 
advantages when dealing with non- 
licensed mover. 

Also, given that license takes some 
trouble and money obtain, should 
indicate the consumer that the mover 
has strong commitment the business, 
one that likely pay off experience 
and desire maintain good reputation. 
someone hunting around for mover, 
the value license obvious. 

What isn’t clear the value the 
other big selling points cargo insurance 
and liability. Comparing moving 
companies’ insurance policies like 
comparing same-year Chevrolets 
used-car lot. They all look good, but you 
know that you can’t tell damned thing 
from the outside. You have take lot 
faith. But when something goes wrong 
(your piano has just landed the

sidewalk three stories below, sounding 
final chord that can heard for blocks), 
you quickly learn the difference between 
what you have and what you thought 
you had. And the difference could end 
costing you lot money. 

Those who have always paid more for 
reputable movers, assuming they were 
getting better insurance, would 
amazed learn that almost every 
licensed moving company Boston 
carries the same amount insurance 
ridiculously low cents pound. And 
this means cents for every pound; 
the mover drops two-pound Waterford 
pitcher, you get that’s right $1.20. 

However, even with this low rate, there 
are many stipulations and exceptions. 
Only things packed and unpacked the 
mover are covered. Claims will only 
honored they are reported within 
hours. And many items the things that 
really count, like deeds, currency, 
documents, watches and jewelry, well 
refrigerator are not covered the 
standard policy. 

Insurance problems are not common, 
simply because movers are generally 
careful, but when something does 
wrong the consumer quickly finds that 
his protection almost nil. 
Mark McKenna discovered this last year 
when reputable firm dropped his 
valuable chest drawers. thought 
was covered for things like told 
me. just assumed was, and when 
was informed that was getting cents 
pound, was shocked. For $300thest, 
got $60. couldn’t believe it. 

big companies’ insurance policies 
are like mackerels the 
summarized eloquently. look great 
from distance, but when you get 
close, they 

Fortunately for us, the DPU requires 
that every moving company provide 
extra insurance customer requests it. 
Additional coverage usually available 
rate about per $1000. their 
credit, many movers insist that the 
customer take out extra policy for 
especially valuable items. are 
always trying save Casey and 
sales director, Donald Knapp, 
told me. always tell them not 
skimp when comes insurance. 
got something valuable, insure 
However, some companies never say 
word about insurance: your mover 
doesn’t bring the subject, you should. 

Another policy worth asking about 
liability. Most licensed companies will 
pay close full value walls, stairs 
doorways are damaged, but there are 
those who don’t. And since few scrapes 
the wall can mean the loss your 
security deposit, make sure your mover 
will pay for damages. 

the mover injured your 
premises and he’s with licensed and 
insured company, then his

the damages. But beware he’s not 
covered for such mishap. uninsured 
mover can sue you for negligence 
trips over piece loose carpeting, for 
example. 

While not practical insure 
everything its full value, worth 


while, you are using insured 


mover, take out policy anything 
that might present problem pianos, 
big dressers, old desks, etc. course, 
whatever you insure has packed and 
unpacked the mover (at additional 
cost), but the investment small 
compared what you stand lose.

policies are fairly uniform among all 
licensed movers, there are still noticeable 
differences their rates. One reason 
that movers may employ union non- 
union workers. typical union man gets 
non-union mover; also gets time-and- 
a-half before a.m., after p.m., and all 
day Saturday. Needless say, this jacks 
the customer’s moving bill 
considerably. 

The price differences also depend 
whether the company interstate 
local mover. Interstate movers have 
licensed every state they travel 
through, and the cost passed 
customers. Also, large mover many 
short-distance local jobs simply 
worth doing, they quote discouraging 


(This, suspect, the reason 


for Casey and high estimate for 
our hypothetical move.) Advertising also 
figures into the cost: big-league 
company pays around $240 month for 
its quarter-page the Yellow Pages, 
for example. 

All these cost factors suggest that for 
better use small, local, 
non-union movers. Their expenses are 
lower and they often provide much the 
same service. one mover told me, 
idea moving avoid paying for 
what you don’t need. Avoid overkill. The 
big movers have lots things that are 
just not necessary local move like 
interstate licenses, union help, etc. The 
best bargain for local moving good, 
established local firm.” 


Using the back pages 

There are few points consider be- 
fore you call one the unlicensed com- 
panies. First, they are technically illegal. 
The DPU leaves them alone long 
there are complaints, but very 
difficult sue one these movers for any 
sort damage, particularly because they 
can’t get insurance without license. 
Also, since they are not accountable 
any agency, there nothing prevent 
anybody anybody from presenting 
himself your door mover. 


But you have what looks like easy 


move, and your furniture isn’t exactly 
collection heirlooms, these companies 
can save you money. Richard Borten, 
director the Boston 
movers notch above doing yourself, 
and very cheap. But you have 
careful; the responsibility the move 
your hands. The important thing 
realize that you are not dealing with 
professionals, got anticipate 
every problem. Don’t wait for the mover 


arrive moving day and then hit him 
with all sorts problems, because 
that time it’s too late. the movers can’t 
handle it, you’re sunk.

it’s important very careful. In- 
vite the movers over for estimate and 
ask them about specific items: the

Most important, you know there are 
few tricky spots narrow stairway, 
very heavy and awkward sofa-bed 
don’t try fake with unlicensed 
mover. You could end trouble. 
Bob MacDonald MacDonald Brothers 
told me, can understand some people, 
the people with the homemade beds and 
stuff, hiring these types movers you 
couldn’t break their stuff you tried. But 
there anything tricky, can get 
disastrous. Time and time again get 
called bail people out situations that 
they have gotten into with unlicensed 
movers piano has fallen down the 
that kind stuff. People would save 
themselves lot trouble they let

But if, after talking them, you feel 
that the movers are reliable and capable 
doing the job, you can relax. Dealing 
with good unlicensed movers can 
pleasure. They seldom charge overtime, 
and are generally very-loose and friendly 
valuable qualities moving day. 
Things usually very well especially 
when you discover the end that the 
move cost you only half what you 
would have paid licensed, union 
professional. 


The U-Haul alternative 

you fix your own car, batik your 
shirts, and make your own yogurt, 
chances are want move your- 
self. This was once scary proposition 
that involved renting truck from some 
out-of-the-way gas station and trying 
figure out way load it. However, 
Haul recently opened its Moving Center 
(on Main Street Cambridge), which 
dedicated the proposition that moving 
yourself can easy and very 
inexpensive.

you like the idea moving yourself, 
but lack the manpower, Harvard Student 
Agencies Moving (HSA) might what 
you need.

Storage

warehouses Boston. The new U-Haul 
Moving Center, for example, has lockers 
ranging from four four four feet 
four eight ten feet, prices from 
$22 month. Metropolitan Storage, 
few blocks away, has special summer 
rate: from May through September 15, 
four-by-eight-by-ten-foot closet costs 
$75. 

problem with storage 
warehouses that they are unregulated: 
there are laws governing what 
happens your worldly possessions are 
lost, stolen destroyed fire. 
spokesman for the DPU told me, 
you use warehouse, you are your 
own. There have been quite few cases 
fraud reported, and there currently 
bill the legislature that would assign 
some state agency watch these 
warehouses, but that will probably take 
while. Until then the consumer would 
best advised stick with the reputable 
firms. But even with the best firms, 
things like insurance and liability are 
open question.”

Silver’s comedy misses the point

watching Between the Lines, 


new comedy about alternative weekly 
presumably modeled the Phoenix and 
the Real Paper, experienced strange 
uneasiness almost discomfort see- 
ing life and the lives friends 
turned into popular mythology. It’s not 
that journalists disdain celebrity quite 
the contrary. certain circumstances 
might thoroughly enjoy the vulgar em- 
brace the silver screen don’t recall 
hearing too many complaints from the 
Washington Post about All the Presi- 
Men). Like all writers, journalists 
are extremely vain; desperately want 
people read and respond our 
work. But this unpretentious, moderate- 
entertaining little movie has almost 
nothing about work (it’s mainly 
about problems), 
and what little says about journalism 
mostly wrong. 

Much Between the Lines plays 
the harmlessly ingratiating level good 
television show. Joan Micklin Silver, the 
independent filmmaker who directed 
Hester Street (her husband, Ray, pro- 
duces), has rounded some fresh young 
actors, and the movie works well when 
she lets them loose. Max, chiseling 
rock critic with slicked-back hair and 
baseball jacket, Jeff Goldblum (from 
Next Stop, Greenwich Village) does some 
great wacked-out routines improvisa- 
tory, revue-skit style. weasel who 
perfectly happy going nowhere, Max 
speaks the alternately oblique and 
over-explicit patter man who has 
rolled too many joints. The large, loose- 
limbed Goldblum uses one the oldest, 
most aggressive devices physical com- 
edy: gives himself over nuttiness 
with only minimal concern for the rest 
the cast. Silver has also gotten good per- 
formance out New York theater ac- 
tor named John Heard, who plays star 
investigative reporter pushing and be- 
ginning run out gas. Heard might 
described blond, Catholic Dustin 
Hoffman has the same face and 
stubby body, similar alertness and 
charm. But Silver doesn’t very well 
with the women. Gwen Welles, for in- 
stance, who was effective the wait- 
ress Nashville, allowed simper and 
bat her eyes vague, glamor-girl man- 
ner that would laughable any news- 
room. any case, Welles has bum role: 
the loyal girlfriend narcissistic bas- 
tard, she’s committed more her love af- 
fair than her work, something notor- 
iously rare among women journalists 
(and among women filmmakers, too 
you would expect Silver recognize the 
regressive pointlessness the role). 


was bored the earnest, slow-paced 
Hester Street, but had the Jewish iden- 
tity thing going for time (following 
the oil boycott) when many Jews were 
feeling jumpy, and became art-house 
hit. Between the Lines, Silver has 
changed her style fast and slick, but it’s 
improvement. Directing flimsy, joky 
script Fred Barron (who wrote for 
both the Phoenix and the Real Paper), 
she’s created series shallow vig- 
nettes. Her scenes make their points lit- 
tle too quickly, and every scene makes 
exactly one point and then stops. 
was also dismayed the large doses 
low comedy. Over over again the 
staff makes fun priggish ad- 
vertising director (Leonard Stadlen), 
the only man the office wear jack- 
and tie but this the kind coun- 
terculture jeering that died years ago. 
Unfortunately, direction 


doesn’t rise above the level 
script, which sorely lacking dra- 
matic logic and understanding the 
world alternative journalism. You can 
see that Barron had serious idea one 
point. Running through these love af- 
fairs, personal squabbles and comedy 
routines story newspaper under- 
going identity crisis. Having weath- 
ered the financially unstable years the 
anti-war movement and the countercul- 
ture, the Back Bay Mainline (as called) 
has become solid commercial success. 
the movie’s climax, the paper sold 
publishing conglomerate and the slick,

N.. there’s reason all for Bar- 


ron record the tangled institutional his- 
tories the Phoenix and the Real Paper. 
But think does have obligation 
remain faithful the spirit and achieve- 
ment these papers, and this where 
fails utterly. First all, the time scheme 
the movie completely askew. 
seem two cultural and political 
epochs once. Although the movie set 
the present, the actors look and talk 
like late and the Mainline’s at- 
mosphere (pink and yellow walls with 
pyschedelic flowers, pinball machine, 
joints distributed the receptionist 
the start the working day, staff writ- 
ers paid $75 week) about eight years 
out date. Barron wants the scruffy, 
hang-loose milieu for the sake com- 
edy, but also wants make wistful re- 
marks about how the good old days are 
gone. The point view that 
the alternative press has nothing write 
about now that the Movement and the 
counterculture are dead. Its unspoken as- 
sumption that these papers good 
enough write about anything else. 
Which utter crap. Barron in- 
terested the issues the still 
make the mistake assuming 
that there aren’t any issues. Contrary 
what Between the Lines asserts, the al- 
ternative weeklies are not hard-up for big 
stories. Coverage the New Left and the 
counterculture has been replaced cov- 
erage environmental conflict, corpor- 
ate and political corruption, FBI and CIA 
disruptions civil liberties, the fiscal and 
racial policies big cities, feminism and 
on. Despite their success, the remain- 
ing alternative weeklies are still the un- 
grateful bastard children liberal capi- 
talism, connected the system but not 
quite assimilated into it. And this stale- 
mate healthy situation for journal- 
ism. 

But even accept for moment 
Barron’s notion that the alternative week- 
lies have lost their way, still must 
blame him for never capturing what they 
once were. You could never understand 
from Between the Lines why anyone not 
certifiably insane would have worked 
such exhausting job for such low pay. 
There’s sense the exhilaration that 
came from writing long articles style 
you could call your own, the excitement 
challenging big issues without the 
stuffy and bogus 
standard newspaper journal- 
ism. Starting out with instinctive dis- 
trust power, and the freedom say 
that men like Nathan Pusey and Walt 
Rostow were full shit, alternative jour- 
nalists enjoyed immense advantage 
morale over establishment reporters. Mis- 
sing this excitement, Barron really has 
movie all. claim lack fam- 
iliarity with the weeklies, and neither can 
Joan Silver, who wrote some pieces for 
the Village the ‘60s. Something 
else besides ignorance going here. 
curious that the journalists Be- 
tween the Lines have political ideas, 
intellectual passions, and, except for the 
Gwen Welles character, values apart 
from their careers. this case un- 
conscious self-revelation the part

Indeed, recent ar- 
ticle Alfred Kazin the New Repub- 
lic recreated strengths 
surprisingly fresh and moving terms; for 
Kazin, any rate, Hemingway still one 
the modern masters, writer whose 
work has the power hurt. The worst 
thing about the stylistically regressive 
made from Islands the Stream, 
posthumously published 
novel, that unintentionally reduces 
the author’s themes and the author him- 
self (the book largely autobiographi- 
cal) harmless anachronisms. Awash 
with large noble emotions, ham-fisted 
scenes grief and reconciliation, em- 
barrassing sea poetry (both verbal and 
visual), and much too much Jerry 
Goldsmith’s glitzy neo-Debussy music 
(scintillating harps and tremulous 
strings), the film feels like overblown 
version The Swiss Family Robinson 
some other hearty, unreadable family 
classic. 

Why that movies about the sea are 
often sappy? Even Jaws, sure-fire en- 
tertainment that was, stopped dead for 
Robert Shaw’s philosophical yarn-spin- 
ning. All too often the easy pictorialism 
the subject lends itself gaseous, 
elegiac expansiveness. de- 
scriptions the sea meeting the land still 
work because his dramatic mastery 
small details and minor shifts mood, 
but Schaffner’s epic, wind-sand-and- 
spray compositions are too grandiose and 
generalized work similar way.

Long Day’s Journey relent- 
lessly realistic drama capturing with ago- 
nizing clarity the sense the family 
nucleus pain and comfort, fragile 
shared delusions, and unremitting blame. 
What most pitiable about the Tyrones 
their inability face their demons and 
have them. Instead they huddle toge- 
ther, hurling bayonets truth, then 
rushing the rescue with Novocaine and 
lies.

contemporary gallery). The circular rings 
are segmented and some 
them are tipped inward towards the 
center. addition, the space between the 
two outer bridged curved ele- 
ments that change levels you walk 
around the work, conveying sensation 
constantly changing constantly 
uncertain ground level. 

More emphatically than any the 
other ring pieces, excludes 
viewers physically because has cen- 
ter which they have only visual ac- 
cess. The concentric rings seem reiter- 
ate the interest the empty central space 
simultaneously defining and keep- 
ing you out it. The segmented steel ele- 
ments that compose the work are what 
you are supposed see they are the 
work yet they are also like barriers 
which keep you from seeing something 
internal. 

The ring pieces relate the experi- 
ence landscape. couple them 
not included the current show, the con- 
centric rings seem shift, you circle 
the work, like the horizon lines dis- 
tant, overlapping hills. Even though these 
works are done Cor-Ten steel and are 
unpainted, the sense distance depth 
within their limits strangely subjec- 
tive, like the sense distance real 
landscape. Thus they seem related 
painting, which space invented out 
whole cloth. ring pieces (at 
least several them) engender almost 
pictorial sense space sculptural 
terms whose physical bluntness keeps 
this illusionistic aspect bounds.
